TO WATFORD NOW, and 
into a small garden studio 
that’s been chucking out 
some bowel-rumbling noises 
on the hottest, sweatiest day 
of the year so far. 

Gallows have been hard at 
it, not only smashing the life 
out of festivals and running 
around the country with 
their side projects, but also 
with the small matter of 
crafting an album that they 


can throw in the stupid faces of every 
Wade-MacNeil-as-frontman doubters 
out there. 

“I hate those singy bands that try 
to be aggressive,” six-stringer Lags 
says. “Wade can be singing the most 
melodic part and still sound heavier 
than most bands out there. His vocals 
are so gravelly.” Is what they’re in 
the process of making anything like 
the vicious 2011 Death Is Birth EP? “I 
think our EP was really aggressive 
and short, sharp bursts of just noise,” 


says Lags. “This album is the first in 
Gallows history with proper songs.” 

“There’s groove to this album,” Stu 
Gili-Ross adds. “It takes the blunt and 
direct song writing that we had on 
Orchestra Of Wolves with the groove 
from Grey Britain. It sounds like 
Orchestra’s harder big brother.” 

The yet-to-be-titled album should 
drop in September, but until then 
get some idea of how the little beast 
is gonna sound by finding out what 
fuelled the Gallows’ studio time... 
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BOOZE 

STU: We’ve been getting through a lot of 
wine on this album. We’ve been working 
quite late into the night, and with that 
comes a healthy diet of nice French reds. 
There’s been a few merlots, a few shirazes. 
I had a really nice Cotes Du Rhone from 
2002. One night, Wade got so wasted on 
three bottles of red, he started throwing 
shit around the studio, smashing up all 
the drumsticks and slapping his belt 
against the wall. He kicked me in the nuts 
when I was doing bass takes. 

LAGS: That was his way of getting Stu 
to really dig in, I think. 

INSTRUMENTS . 

STU: We went through a bunch 
of guitars to get the right tones 
and stuff, but in the end we 
just chose our weapons 
of choice that we use 
live, mainly cos they 
feel comfortable to 
us. I recorded some 
bits on bass where 
I detuned the strings 
so far, they were flapping 
around and sticking to the 
pickups. That made gnarly noises. 

LAGS: On this album we’ve used 
Stratocasters. We’ve never used them 
before. It's nearly a pure Fender album. 
We’ve done loads of stuff with pedals, 
too. We spent ages getting weird sounds. 
There's gonna definitely be a few 
different textures in there. 
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FOOD 


STU: There’s been loads of beef flavour 
Monster Munch in the studio, so 
if they wanna send us a few boxes 
down that’d be hugely appreciated. 
Nando’s is a staple classic, too. 
There’s one in Watford not too far 
from the studio. It’s difficult to eat 
well in the studio, so there’s a pub 
around the corner that’s done quite 
well out of us, and people have been 
bringing packed lunches in, too. 

LAGS: I’ve been overdosing on smoked 
salmon and cream cheese bagels. 
Literally that’s all I’ve been eating every 
day. It's the easiest thing I can make that 
almost resembles a meal. 

MUSIC 

STU: We tend to 
not listen to a lot of 
albums when we’re 
recording so we don’t 
subconsciously bite 
their bits, but names 
we’ve been reminded of 
when listening to what 
we’ve recorded would be Das 
Oath, Foo Fighters, Mastodon and 
Black Flag. I’ve listened to Tears For 
Fears and Johnny Hates Jazz, too. 
LAGS: I went to see Ill Manors [the 
new Plan B film in which both Stu 
and Lags star as crackheads] and 
now I can't get that soundtrack out 
of my head. I fucking love it.

“There’s a notion that all actors come 
from a long distant past of medicine men 
and shamen. These shamen would go 
into an altered state of consciousness to 
help villagers - now they’d be considered 
psychotic, but it was a way of channelling 
the imagination to talk with spirits. 
They’d wear masks or gather objects with 
magical relevance. Playing Ghost Rider I 
thought, why not try that and see what 
happens? So I painted my face to look like 
a skull, put black contact lenses in and 
sewed ancient Egyptian artefacts into my 
costume. I’d project this aura of horror and 
see real fear in my co-stars’ eyes. The only 
problem is that sometimes in Romania, 
schnapps is involved and if you’re still in 
character, all hell can break loose.” 


Tm attracted to characters that have 
certain obstacles to overcome, whether 
inside them or outside them. To me, that’s 
drama, that’s the human experience we 
all have. Within that, I’m attracted to 
characters that allow me to realise my 
more surrealist, abstract dreams. I think 
that acting is like painting or music - if 
you can go very over the top in a painting, 
why can’t you do it in a movie? But in 
order to do that as an actor, not a director, 
you have to find characters that provide 
an engine that makes that behaviour 
make sense. That’s why I’m attracted to 
characters like Terence in Bad Lieutenant 
- he’s high on cocaine throughout that 
film, which meant I could make unusual 
sounds and do crazy things.”

“My insurers told me I’m not allowed to 
ride motorcycles in my normal life, so I 
have to do it when I’m working. I feel that 
I have to jump in when doing a movie that 
has a high level of risk.

The pressure to 
sell records has luckily been 
taken off our shoulders - we 
really had our heyday in terms 


of selling records. Now, when 
we go on tour, there’s a whole 
younger generation to who 
we’re a vintage act.

YOU SEEM LIKE A CHILLED-OUT 
DUDE TODAY, BUT ONSTAGE 
YOU’RE KIND OF, UH... 

I’m like Dr. Frankenstein, man, I 
created a creature. I’ve always been 
kinda chilled, but then I created 
that extension of myself that holds 
the mic and does what he does, and 
that’s like a whole different person. 
In interviews I used to do, I’d psych 
myself up into that person, but as 
I got older I realised my monster 
had grown bigger than I was. It was 
like the Nutty Professor or Jekyll 
and Hyde, so I stopped feeding that 
motherfucker, I just let him out 
when I go onstage. 

SO YOU DO A BIG BECOMING-A- 
MUTANT TRANSFORMATION? 
Before I go on I’m super nervous, 
praying for a safe show and for 
everyone to have a good time, and 


that guy that’s praying isn’t the 
amped guy that’s onstage a minute 
later. Something happens that 
hasn’t failed me yet. 

SO THERE’S LOUD STAGE-FRED 
AND OUIET OFFSTAGE-FRED? 

I’m a real hustler -1 love making 
shit happen and connecting people 
who need to be heard with people 
who'll hear them. But I don’t have 
to be Tyler Durden to do that. I used 
to think I had to every time I was 
talking to a camera, but then I saw 
bullies embracing my music. That’s 
not what it was for. I got bullied my 
whole life, and that microphone let 
me stand up and say, “Fuck you, I’m 
not fucking scared of you”. I should 
have made it more blatant, because 
bullies started using our music as 
fuel to be douchebags. So then I 
had an epiphany and thought, fuck 
this, I’m turning it off. Now I’m not 
trying to take the responsibility for 
it so much. You make something 
and put it out in the world, but you 
can't control how people interpret it. 
Nobody’s holding guns to our heads 
forcing us to make this music. 


IS THERE ANYTHING YOU DREAD 
PLAYING? 

I feel like that about all our songs. 
You can listen to a bit of a song 
and think it's moronic or deep or 
whatever, but you don’t know what 
they're about. A lot of them I’ve 
really poured myself into, and they 
relate to certain times or incidents. 
Getting up there and reliving those 
feelings every fucking time you go 
onstage is draining, like I’m just 
opening up the wound every time 
and pouring salt into it. 

RIGHT. SO THAT SOUNDS LIKE 
ACTUALLY, IT SORT OF SUCKS... 
Generally in life you move on and 
go beyond things and bury them 
in your past, but when you’re in 
a band like this you’ve got to go 
back and face your pain and fears 
every fucking night. That’s why that 
other guy's around. Every once in a 
while I'll be like, “Oh man, I fucking 
love this song”. But we're up there 
giving. It’s a selfless act. We’re giving 
it out for people to receive. 

DO YOU EVER THINK ABOUT 
WHAT LIFE WOULD BE LIKE 
IF LIMP BIZKIT HAD NEVER 
HAPPENED? 

Every day. I think I’d have kept 
focusing on skateboarding and 
tattooing, being a hometown boy 
with a skate park or a tattoo shop. In 
the beginning I was never shooting 
for the stars. 

WHAT WAS THE INITIAL AIM? 

A record deal wasn’t even an 
option when we first put the band 
together. It wasn’t until other bands 
were getting signed that it even 
occurred to me we could do this for 
a living. “Oh shit, we could get a 
deal, that would be trippy”! I started 
calling motherfuckers up whose 
names were on the back of records.
